A 1956 cotton crop of Wome 
|bales is estimated tor Alabama 
based on reports from growers 
and ginners as of Nov. 1. This 
is 15,000 bales below the fore- 
cast last month and compares 
With 1,045,000 bales produced in 
11955. The 1949-54 average pro- 
duction in Alabama is 880,000. 
Yield per acre for the state, 
indicated at 373 pounds of lint 
as of Noy. 1, is well below: the 


10-year average. Estimated acre- 
jage for harvest at 965,000 is 8 
;percent less than harvested a 
jyear ago, 

| Weather conditions during 
| October were favorable for pick- 
ing cotton and by Noy. 1 picking 
was complete on many farms 
throughout the State. Indicated 
production is somewhat below 
last month for north and east 
central areas, but unchanged 
for other areas. 

The United States Bureau of 
the Census reported 670,938 
‘bales ginned prior to Nov. 1 this 
year. 

This compares with 942,224 to 
the same date last year.

CITRUS FLOURISHES 

While passing R. D. Dawkin’s 
store on the Kinston highway, 
Jimmy Holland called attention 
to a number of satsuma orange 
trees in the Dawkins’ yard. We 
stopped to see them. 

Mr. Dawkins is a man of huge 
physical stature and genial per- 
sonality. He seemed to take 
great pleasure in showing us his 
trees and telling about their 
history. He said he been rais- 
ing satsumas for a number of 
years and has sold many dol- 
lars worth of fruit. 

However, the freeze three 
years ago, which killed most of 
the fig trees in this section, kill- 
ed his satsuma trees. He bought 
three $3 trees and set them out 
three years ago. They bore a 
few oranges the first year, were 
full of fruit the second year and 
this season they are literally 
loaded down with luscious fruit. 
He said satsuma trees will stand 
as much or more cold than fig 
trees and are well adapted to 
this climate. He plans to dig up 
several peach trees in his yard 
and replace them with satsu- 
mas. 

Mr. Dawkins’ also has a large 
kumquat bush in his front yard. 
It is also three years old and 
well loaded with truit in al de- 
grees of maturity, ranging from 
the blossom to ripe fruit. 

It was a revelation to learn 


that these two varieties of citrus ; 


fruits are so well adapted to 
this area. It caused Mr. Holland 
and me to go home with firm 
determination to set out some 
Satsuma trees and kumquat)| 
bushes in our yards.
